On Work In Ohio And Tells How Young P* 
Of ClearfieU Can Escape Goitre By Admmiifcr- 
ing Small Amount Of Harmless Sodium

That goitre can be prevented by a 


simple, harmless prophylactic treaty 
ment, incident to the administering of 
iodine, if taken in time, was the im- 
port of a highly interesting paper, 
read by Dr. Hayes Woolridge at ttie 
weekly meeting of the Clearfield Ro- 
tary Club at the Hotel Jordan last 
evening. Dr. Woolridge, who has made 
a deep study of goitre the past sever- 
al years presented a telling and con- 
vincing argument which made a dis- 
tinct impression upin his hearers. 


Dr. Woolridge informed his audi-J 


tors that we lived in what is known 
as a "goitre belt," so styled from the 
prevalence of goitre amongr not only, 
Lhe people of this region, but domes- 
tic animals and even the trout which 
>wim in our mountain streams. He 
said goitres were of two kinds—sim- 
ple goitre, the most prevalent, and 
e,xopthalmic goitre, and after men- 
tioning briefly the pain and suffering 
they caused ,made the statement that 
meaical science had at last discovered 
a cure or a preventitive of the disease 


Goitre develops generally 
during 


the adolescent age or the period be- 
tween 11 and 18 years of the child 
and the female of the species is much 
more susceptible to it than the male. 
It had been the accepted belief that 
goitie, which is a disease of the thy- 
roid gland, was caused by a certain 
mineral substance in the water we 
drank, which was thrown off or devel- 
oped by the B seam of coal underly- 
ing this region. 


Dr. Woolridge says that the re- 


search of what he speaks of, shows 
that it is due moro to what is lack- 
ing than what is present in the wa- 
ter, and that lacldng substance is io- 
dine. Iodine is a mineral substance 
and is found in sea weed and.the salt 
water of the sea, which accounts for 
the fact that goitre is practically un- 
known near the sea coast. 


In establishing 
and proving his 


case relative to the prevention of goi- 
tre, Dr. Woolridge cited the experi- 
ence of Marine and Kimgall, eminent 
specialists of Cleveland, Ohio, who 
conducted exhaustive tests over a per- 
iod of three years* in the public schools 
of Ohio. Experiments^ during those 
three years in the public, schools of 
Akron, Ohio, were most illuminating. 
Of 2000 school children between the 
susceptible ages, to which the test was 
applied, only 5 per cent developed goi- 
tre, while of the 12000 observed but 
not given the preventive 21 per cent 
contracted the di 


The result of fifteen months of 


test in Switzerland, far removed frflStn, 
the sea, where goitre ^<a even mire 
prevalent than in this |«gion, showed 
more startling results.

That goitre can be prevented by a 


simple, harmless prophylactic treaty 
ment, incident to the administering of 
iodine, if taken in time, was the im- 
port of a highly interesting paper, 
read by Dr. Hayes Woolridge at ttie 
weekly meeting of the Clearfield Ro- 
tary Club at the Hotel Jordan last 
evening. Dr. Woolridge, who has made 
a deep study of goitre the past sever- 
al years presented a telling and con- 
vincing argument which made a dis- 
tinct impression upin his hearers. 


Dr. Woolridge informed his audi-J 


tors that we lived in what is known 
as a "goitre belt," so styled from the 
prevalence of goitre amongr not only, 
Lhe people of this region, but domes- 
tic animals and even the trout which 
>wim in our mountain streams. He 
said goitres were of two kinds—sim- 
ple goitre, the most prevalent, and 
e,xopthalmic goitre, and after men- 
tioning briefly the pain and suffering 
they caused ,made the statement that 
meaical science had at last discovered 
a cure or a preventitive of the disease 


Goitre develops generally 
during 


the adolescent age or the period be- 
tween 11 and 18 years of the child 
and the female of the species is much 
more susceptible to it than the male. 
It had been the accepted belief that 
goitie, which is a disease of the thy- 
roid gland, was caused by a certain 
mineral substance in the water we 
drank, which was thrown off or devel- 
oped by the B seam of coal underly- 
ing this region. 


Dr. Woolridge says that the re- 


search of what he speaks of, shows 
that it is due moro to what is lack- 
ing than what is present in the wa- 
ter, and that lacldng substance is io- 
dine. Iodine is a mineral substance 
and is found in sea weed and.the salt 
water of the sea, which accounts for 
the fact that goitre is practically un- 
known near the sea coast. 


In establishing 
and proving his 


case relative to the prevention of goi- 
tre, Dr. Woolridge cited the experi- 
ence of Marine and Kimgall, eminent 
specialists of Cleveland, Ohio, who 
conducted exhaustive tests over a per- 
iod of three years* in the public schools 
of Ohio. Experiments^ during those 
three years in the public, schools of 
Akron, Ohio, were most illuminating. 
Of 2000 school children between the 
susceptible ages, to which the test was 
applied, only 5 per cent developed goi- 
tre, while of the 12000 observed but 
not given the preventive 21 per cent 
contracted the di
